Michigan Farmer: 
It id a mis-take fre- 


quently made by many 
farmers 
and 


fruit "rowers to demand of the orchard 
that, it shall take its place as one of tin- 
f!elds:in the ordinary farm rotation, and 
the sooner they realize that the orchard 
is a place set aside for.growth of trees 
und fruit primarily, the sooner;will fruit 
culture become generally profitable. 
To 


except, from the soil a normal growth 
of wood, an annual crop of fruit and an 
ordinary, field crop the same season is 
the height uf horticultural 
folly. 
No 


soil contains moisture enough to produce 
all three profitably. 


If the orchard is cultivated as an or- 


chard and the soil fertilized with a view 
to producing, in proper proportions, wood 
and fruit, it will become the most profit- 
able portion of the farm. 


While cultivation is in a certain sense 


fertilization, there are very few orchards 
that could not be benefited by adding- to 
the natural fertility of the soil. Of the 
three essentials of .plant food—nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid and potash—nitrogen is 
of the.greatest 
value 
in 
developing 


growth and forming wood. 
Barnyard 


manure is rich in nitrogen and is admir- 
ably adapted to the 
development of 


wood, and while the orchard is young 
should be applied liberally, not only for 
this purpose, but also 
for 
fertilizing 


such annual crops as may be grown with 
the greatest profit. 
.Manure should bo 


applied early in the season, in order that 
the wood may have thoroughly matured 
by the time of freezing weather, or quite 
late in the season as a top dressing, so 
that the available portion may bo car- 
ried by rains and melting snows into the 
soil ready for use the following season. 
Vi'lien the trees have reached n fruiting 
upe phosphorie ucid and 
potash 
arc 


necessary for the development and ma- 
turity of fruit. 


These constituents arc essential to the 


maturity of the crops that arc grown 
in the orchard in its earlier years, but 
when the trees have reached a bearing 
age. if these crops be continued, there 
must be a liberal application in addition 
fo what bus been applied for annual 
crop purposes. 


In iiis own orchard Prof. Heigeo stat- 


ed that he has grown for a 
series of 


years crops of potatoes averaging 200 
bushels per acre from the portion of land 
that could profitably be.utilized for that 
purpose, and that he had not failed to 
have <i plentiful erop oftapples annually 
after the trees had reached a bearing 
age.

Every artic'c of food or clothing, every 


daily necessity or luxury, must be car 
ried to the person who is to use it, and 
the user must pay the- expense of car 
ringe. 
The price of each loaf of bread 


includes the cost of hauling the wheat 
to the road; and if the hailing be 
done over bad roads it will cost more 
than if it be done over good ronds. The 
farmer of the Middle West loads a doz 
en hogs into his big wagon and.drives- 
over to the railroad; if the drive be over 
rough roads the hogs lose weight, and 
the Xew Yorker, sitting down to break- 
fast a week later, pays more for his pork 
chops. 


The general- public has just begun to 


realize the immense importance of rail 
way transportation in its daily expense 
accounts. Therefore, tlic Interstate Com- 
merce Commission was delegated to see 
that this transportation was done 
cheaply and efficiently as possible. The 
federal government yearly appropriates 
millions of dollars for the improvement 
of waterways, that this form of trans 
portation also may be as cheap and ef 
licient as possible. 
Yet the roads which 


are at least as important as, either the 
rivers or the, railways, remain in. almost 
the condition of 100 years ago. 


The cost of road hnuloge in any- one 


article is almost infinitcsimally small, 
which may lead the casual observer to 
think that it may be neglected. Rail- 
road rates may be quoted at so many

to figure cents a ton, but the cost of a 
ton-mile in n farmer's "jolt wapon" is 
not so easy to figure out.

was said to be vicious, demoralizing, and 
very unsatisfactory to the people.

•turn. Hut as this may be, tha cost to 
the applicant? has been enormous, aver- 
aging" probably $-10 to 550 per applicant 
who registered under the terms of the 
urawing. It has cost these people, good 
judges say. certainly $12,000,000, not in- 
cluding a' lottery' or two yet to be held 
this season. 
H was no lottery as to 


chances for the railroads and hotels and 
lunch counters, while the government as 
its share received but a fair fraction for 
what the lands were really worth. 


Since the metropolitan press sat up 


and took notice, it begins to look differ- 
ent to,the people at Washington. The 
lottery land drawings begin to assume a 
different color and it may yet be ascer- 
tained that another plan can be adopted 
having far more justice to the people. 
This fs to tell by auction with an upset 
price affixed, and a price at which the 
lands are conservatively worth. After a 
certain fixed date, the government can 
accept the orders in order received, and 
each one to contain the necessary pur- 
chase money, or a deposit of enough to 
command the -completion of the contract 
by the purchaser. 


One of these scorings comes from the 


conservative Chicago Record Herald, the 
best edited paper in Chicago. This paper 
in a late issue remarked on the lottery 
plan, heading its article, "Uncle Sam, 
Lottery Proprietor." 


"A certain man, having sold fiorman 


lottery tickets in this country contrary 
to law, was tried and found guilty. He 
came before the judge for sentence, but 
proved that lie was dying of an incura- 
ble disease. So the judge released him 
when he had paid a $500 fine instead of 
sending him to prison for his crime, 


"And then the judge said: 'The Unit- 


ed States government has a monopoly 
on the lottery business, and that settles 
it. The 80,000,000 people, through their 
officials at Washington; run their land 
lotteries, and there's nobody to punish. 
1'ou are just one in an, and you are a 
criminal properly to be punished.' 


"The judge's irony ought to reach the 


ears of the men at Washington. 
The 


establishment of their land lottery mark- 
ed progress on the old 
land slugging 


matches. But the abuse of the lotteries 
is growing more serious with each one 
that is held. Their wastefulness ia be- 
coming worne. 


"It is time for the auction to super- 


sede the lottery. Let the government 
sell certificate* giving .the right of entry 
to quarter sections, and then let it put 
up at auction the rights of location to be 
contested for between 
the 
certificate 


holders. The method would be simple 
and effective, and the present reproivch on 
the government whenever a lottery tick- 
et seller is prosecuted in a 
criminal 


court would be nt an end." 


The auction is the word and is tha 


plan advocated by the Journal months 
ago. Congress should in the coming ses- 
sion take measures to abolish the immor- 
al lottery plan. Then too, since we have 
assumed the paternal commanding air as 
to Cuba and its government money

er than to provide, safety measures. This

Rufus W. Peckham of New York, aged 


.vventy-onc years and one of the mem-

United 
State, Supreme 


Court, has passed away. Justice Pcck- 


'ham was one of the appointees of Ex- 


President Cleveland, receiving 
his

pointment in 180B. In politics he was a

There was a charm 
of color aud glitter, but no one- seem- 
ed quite happy ns ibe sun sank under 
the southern ice, for It was not to rise 
ajain for US days. 


The Eskimos teok this as a signal to

But to us the sunset of 1907 was In-

Most expedi- 
tions have had tbe advantage of the 
liberal-hand t>f a.government-or of an 
ample private fund. We were denied 
both favors. 


But we were not Incumbercd vlth 


« cargo el misfits devised by home., 


.<or had we balloons, automobiles, 


motor sleds or other freak devices. We 
did, however, have an abundance of 
the best hickory, suitable metal and 
all the raw material for the sled and 
its accessories, which were henceforth 
to be linked with our destiny. 


Tli? 'slcc! was evolved as the result 


of careful study of local environment 
and of the anticipated ice surface 
northward. 
We did not copy tbe Mc- 


Cllntock -sled, with its wld« runners.:, 
which IKIS been used by most explor- 
ers for fifty years. Nor did wp aban- 
don the old fashioned iron shoes for 
Germnn silver strips. 


What a Polar Slod Should Bo. 


The conditions which a polar sled 


must meet are too complex to outline 
here. In a broad sense it seemed that 
the best qualities of the best wood 
Yukon sled could be combined with 
the local fitness of the Eskimo craft, 
with tough hickory fiber and sealskin 
lashings to make elastic Joints.

TVe found it to Ot the situation ex- 


actly, selecting a twelve foot Eureka 
shaped boat v,-lrh wooden frame. 
The 


.slats, spresderK and floor piece* were 
utilized as parts of sleds. The can- 
vas cover served a» a floor cloth for 
our sleeping bags. 'Tuus the boat did 
useful service for a hundred days nnd 
was never In evidence as a cumber- 
some device. 


When at-last the craft was spread 


and covered, in It we carried tbe sled, 
in it we camped, in It we sought game, 
the meat of which took the place or 
exhausted supplies. 
Without it we, 


too, would nor have returned. 


Preparation of tbe staple food sup- 


ply is of even greater importance than 
means of locomotion. To the success 
of a prolonged arctic enterprise in 
transit successive experience is bound 
to dictate a wise choice of equipment, 
but It does not often educate the 
stomach. 


From the published accounts of arc- 


tic travelers it Is Impossible to select 
a satisfactory menu for future explor- 
ers, and I hasten to 'add that perhaps 
our experience will be equally unsatis- 
factory to subsequent victims. 


Nor is it safe to listen to scientific 


advice, for tbe stomach Is the one or- 
gan of the body which stands as the 
autocrat over every other humnn sense 
and passion and will not easily yield 
to foreign dictates. 


The problem differs with every man. 


It differ.; with every expedition, nnd It 
Is radically different with every na- 
tion.- Thus when De GerlacUe forced 
Norwegian focd into French stomachs 
ho learned that there was a nationality 
in gastronomies. 


Depending on EiWmo Food. 


In this respect, us in others, I was 


helped very much by too people who 
were to lino up my forces. Th* Eski- 
mo is ever hungry, but his taste Is 
normal. 
Tilings of doubtful value iu 


nutrition form no pnrt in his dietary. 
A-hinial food, meat aud fat. is entirely 
sntlsfnctory as a steady dler without 
other adjuncts. 
His focd requires nei- 


ther salt nor sugar, nor Is cooking a 
matter of necessity. 


Quantity Is Important, but quality 


applies only to the relative proportion 
of fat. 
With this key to the gastro- 


nomies of our lockers, pemmlcan was 
selected as ihe staple food, which also 
served equally well for the dogs.

To overcome this dis- 
aster the shoulder straps were made 
of folds of strong canvas, while .the 
traces were cut from .cotton log line. 


A boat is an important adjunct to 


every sledge expedition which hopes 
to venture far from its base of oper-' 
ation. It Is n .matter of necessity even 
when following the new coast llne^ as 
is shown by the mishap of Myllus 
Erleli.son, for. if he had bad a boat he.
